Dalhousie 
medical school 
faces probation 

standards Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity’s medical school 
may be put on probation if 
it doesn’t meet several stan¬ 
dards set by the Liaison 
Committee for Medical Ed¬ 
ucation. 

Dr. Tom Marrie, the Hali¬ 
fax school’s new dean of 
medicine, confirmed 
yesterday the American ac¬ 
crediting authority recently 
deemed that the 
department is “deficient” 
in 17 of 132 requirements. 

But he pointed out that 
the Canadian authority, the 
Association of Faculties of 
Medicine of Canada, came 
“to a different conclusion,” 
only coming up with 12 dif¬ 
ferent deficiencies. 

Some of the areas that re¬ 
quire work include how the 
medical school defines cer¬ 
tain curriculum objectives, 
and the need for a database 
that allows instructors to 
see what their colleagues 
are teaching. 

Whereas the Canadian 
association is giving the 
medical school a year to ad¬ 
dress those concerns, the 
American committee 
requires an appeal. 

“If we were unsuccessful 
in the appeal, we would 
carry the label of probation 
and we’d have 24 months 
to make the changes,” Mar¬ 
rie said. 

He said faculty agree 
with some of the findings, 
but believe some have been 
misinterpreted, adding the 
routine surveys provide “a 
major opportunity” to 
meet and exceed standards. 

The school received the 
highest ranking in its past 
two American reviews, a 
news release said, empha¬ 
sizing the medical program 
remains fully accredited 
while the appeal process is 
underway.

Officer denies threatening Hyde 


Attributes taped statement to mentally ill man

The officer who Tasered 
Howard Hyde said Thurs¬ 
day he would have made 
the same decision then, 
knowing what he does 
now, and denied threaten¬ 
ing Hyde before their 
struggle. 

Although an image was 
not captured, someone 
was seemingly heard on 
video saying, “You’re go¬ 
ing to be doing the f—ing 
dance next, Howard” when 
Hyde began to resist police 
and was later Tasered. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Special Const. Greg Mc¬ 
Cormick testified Thursday 
he did not say the words 
and that Hyde himself 
must have said them. The 
only other person in the 
room — HRP Const. 
Jonathan Edwards — had 
already testified he did not 
say them. 

McCormick said at the

time he was reaching to¬ 
wards Hyde with one out¬ 
stretched arm to cut a 
piece of string from the 
man’s shorts, which may 
have prompted a comment 
about dancing. 

There is still some de¬ 
bate over whether the 
words were said at all. 
Both inquiry council Dan 
McRury and Hyde family 
lawyer Kevin MacDonald 
proposed those were the 
correct words. McCormick 
said he couldn’t remember 
what was spoken, but did 
hear those words on the 
surveillance video. 

But Edwards said the au¬ 
dio wasn’t clear enough 


for him to tell and police 
lawyer Susan MacPherson- 
Duncan said it might be a 
different phrase. 

On Thursday, Hyde’s sis¬ 
ter, Joanna Blair, said Hyde 
did not make the state¬ 
ment. 

“I could recognize my 
brother’s voice and what I 
heard in that line with the 
effing and dancing remark, 
in my opinion, was not my 
brother’s voice,” she said 
outside of the courtroom. 

“I would have recog¬ 
nized my brother’s voice. I 
recognized it in the other 
audio.” 

McCormick didn’t know 
Hyde was a schizophrenic 
off his medication when 
he decided to use the 
Taser, but said even know¬ 
ing that he’d probably 
have done the same thing. 

So far, all five HRP offi¬ 
cers who have testified 
have said the incident was 
handled appropriately and 
they would not have acted 
differently.

Weapons drawer a result of 'years of terrible practice:' Constable

But on Thursday at the 


Howard Hyde death in¬ 
quiry, Special Const. Greg 
McCormick testified the 
contents of the drawer 
were not confiscated from 
criminals. He said they 
“are just things that ended 
up there over 35 years.” At 
another point during his 
testimony, he added, “This 


is ... 35 years of terrible 
practice just sitting there.” 

The drawer above the 
one with the weapons was 
missing, making it possi¬ 
ble to see the items and 
reach in. Another officer, 
Const. Jonathan Edwards, 
said fears of Hyde getting 
his hands on a knife were 


part of what prompted 
him to call for McCormick 
to get his Taser. 

Kevin MacDonald, the 
Hyde family’s lawyer, said 
Hyde would have had no 
way of knowing about the 
weapons drawer and never 
made any indication he 
was reaching for it.

education Nova Scotia’s 
public school students are 
becoming more skilled 
when it comes to reading, 
writing and arithmetic, ac¬ 
cording to a report released 
by the provincial 
government Thursday. 

But newly appointed Edu¬ 
cation Minister Marilyn 
More acknowledges there’s 
still room for improvement, 
particularly when it comes 
to teaching children how to 
crunch numbers. 

“While we are headed in 
the right direction with 
mathematics, we still have 
work to do to help students 
become more successful,” 
she said in a news release. 

The 2008 Minister’s 
Report to Parents and 
Guardians, available at 
ednet.ns.ca, breaks down 
provincial math and literacy 
assessments by school 
board and by school. But 
overall, the report shows 
some students are 
struggling in math, particu¬ 
larly in basic Grade 12 math. 

“These assessments give 
us valuable information on 
how well our students are 
performing,” More said.

A city’s growing pride

Halifax Pride has come a 
long way since it began in 
the 1980s. What started as 
a defiant march through 
the city with chanting and 
some marchers wearing 
bags over their heads to 
protect their identity has 
become a mainstream cul¬ 
tural celebration. 

“It’s only been the last 
eight or nine years that it’s 
turned into more than a 
protest,” said Pride vice- 
chairman Ed Savage, as 
this year’s event begins 
Saturday.

Weight limits put 
on city CN bridge 


trains The municipality 
announced Thursday it is 
placing weight restrictions 
on the CN bridge near the 
base of Quinpool Road in 
Halifax. 

According to a release 
from the Halifax Regional 
Municipality, the restric¬ 
tions begin Friday and are 
being done because the 93- 
year-old bridge is showing 
“the effects of age, heavy 
traffic flow and weight.” 

The release also said 
“steps must be taken to 
limit the size and weight 
of vehicles that cross over” 
until improvements can be 
made or the bridge is re¬ 
placed. 


The following restric¬ 
tions affect larger vehicles 
that are single axle (7,000 
lcilogramss), tandem axles 
(13,000 kgs) or tridem 
axles (18,000 kgs). 

This includes Metro 
Transit buses and will 
mean some re-routing. 

Concrete barriers will al¬ 
so be placed on both sides 
of the bridge. 

“CN has informed HRM 
that there is no indication 
of bridge failure,” the re¬ 
lease said. 

“The barriers will pro¬ 
tect the concrete parapets 
along the sides of the 
bridge from potential vehi¬

Ottawa says site too free with data 


Canada has become the 
first country in the world 
to pose a legal challenge 
to Facebook’s giant, infor¬ 
mation-sharing machine, 
with the federal privacy 
commissioner taking a 
poke at the global, social¬ 
networking site for being 
too loose with users* per¬ 
sonal data. 

Facebook Inc., which has 
250 million followers 
worldwide — an estimated 
12 million in this country 
— promised yesterday to 
work with Canada to im¬ 
prove its privacy settings, 
especially with regard to 
third parties who put 
games and quizzes on Face- 
book. 

“We’re going to continue 
the dialogue,” Chris Kelly, 
chief privacy officer for 
Facebook, said in a phone 
interview from Facebook’s 
headquarters in California. 
“We have every confidence 
that we’ll come to an ac¬ 
ceptable conclusion.” 

Kelly said that any im¬ 
provements made to re¬ 
spond to Stoddart’s con¬ 
cerns will apply to Face- 
book operations worldwide.

Sheikh Sharif Ahmed’s se¬ 
curity forces seized the 
two Tuesday, then handed 
them to Hizbul Islam 
rebels. But al Shabaab — 
which is also fighting the 
government — demanded 
that Hizbul Islam give the 
Frenchmen to them. “We 
shared the two men to 
avoid clashes between Is¬ 
lamists,” an al Shabaab of¬ 
ficial told Reuters by tele¬ 
phone.

IRAN CRASH Two badly dam¬ 
aged black box recorders have 
been recovered from a Tupolev 
aircraft that crashed in Iran 
Wednesday, killing all 168 peo¬ 
ple on board, official media re¬ 
ported Thursday.

AFGHANISTAN A Taliban com¬ 
mander in southeastern 
Afghanistan said Thursday a 
missing U.S. soldier is being 
held by insurgents and is 
unharmed, but warned the 
military he will be killed if they 
try to find him. The soldier has 
been missing in southeastern 
Paktika province since late 
June, just before thousands of 
U.S. Marines began a major 
new offensive in the Taliban 
heartland of Helmand in the 
country's south. The U.S. mili¬ 
tary says the soldier is 
presumed captured and said it 
is doing all it can to get the sol¬ 
dier back.

Opportunity knocks 

Aboriginals want to be active participants in economy 



N ext week, Phil 
Fontaine, Na¬ 
tional Chief of 
the Assembly of 
First Nations 
(AFN), will step down and 
his successor will be elect¬ 
ed. The well-respected and 
charismatic leader has had 
many moral and material 
victories, including the set¬ 
tlement of claims arising 
out of the 150-year residen¬ 
tial school tragedy. 

Less well-known, per¬ 
haps, is his success in ad¬ 
vancing an integrated ap¬ 
proach to economic and 
social development with a 
clear message: “First Na¬ 
tions want to be active par¬ 
ticipants in Canada’s econ¬ 
omy.” 

His message is gaining 
traction with the private 
sector and government. 
About four per cent of the 


Canadian population is 
Aboriginal, but it is the 
youngest and fastest grow¬ 
ing segment and expected 
to account for 25 per cent 
of new workers by 2020. 
Currently, levels of literacy 
and educational attain¬ 
ment among Aboriginal 
people are lower than for 
average Canadians, a gap 
costing billions of dollars 
annually. Investments that 
close this gap will save 
money and ensure Canada 
has a globally competitive 
workforce. 

But there is good news as 
well — self-employment 
among Aboriginal people 
has more than doubled in 
the last two decades and 
Aboriginal businesses cre¬ 
ated with support from 
Aboriginal financial insti¬ 
tutions have doubled the 
average success rate (58 
per cent versus 33 per¬ 
cent). While many are 
small scale, there are little 
known, multimillion-dol- 
lar companies and success 
stories in virtually every

sector. 

Fontaine has persistently 
pushed for an integrated 
approach to economic de¬ 
velopment, attracting an 
impressive range of indus¬ 
try partners. The AFN Cor¬ 
porate Challenge connects 
First Nation and corporate 
communities around part¬ 
nerships, investments, pro¬ 
curement, and employ¬ 
ment. Recently, a $ 50-mil¬ 
lion fund to promote Abo¬ 
riginal business and entre¬ 
preneurship — Capital for 
Aboriginal Prosperity and 
Entrepreneurship (CAPE) 
Fund Management Inc. — 
has attracted top corporate 
executives because it pro¬ 
vides social as well as fi¬ 
nancial returns. 

Last month, Indian and 
Northern Affairs Canada 
announced a new federal 
framework on Aboriginal 
Economic Development 
highlighting success sto¬ 


ries and proposing an inte¬ 
grated approach. However, 
the language that targets 
those who are “already 
well positioned” and “al¬ 
ready investment ready” 
suggests it could help the 
“rich get richer” and leave 
the rest behind. 

Given the immense dis¬ 
parities remaining in Abo¬ 
riginal communities, and 
needs for investments in 
education, basic and ad¬ 
vanced infrastructure, no 
one size fits all. Building 
local capacity to design lo¬ 
cal programs to respond to 
economic priorities is fun¬ 
damental. 

While there is no short¬ 
age of politics or compet¬ 
ing interests, the opportu¬ 
nity is immense, as is the 
cost of failure. 

Doing the right thing, 
however, is seldom the 
easy thing to do.

Hyde inquiry providing important lessons

The Howard Hyde fatality in- 
quiiy has not been land to 
Halifax Regional Police. 

Evidence has shown many 
small but serious differences 
between police notes of the 
man’s Tasering and video 
surveillance. Things that ap¬ 
pear in police records like 
Hyde refusing orders to go 
down and police warning 
him he was about to be 
Tasered have been revealed 
to have never happened. 

Hyde family lawyer Kevin 
MacDonald is alleging a 


coverup, with officers slanti¬ 
ng their notes to justify their 
colleagues’ actions. It’s an 
interesting topic well worth 
exploration. But in the end 
nothing will come from it. 

Police are always going to 
look out for each other and 
this inquiry isn’t going to 
change that. But more fix- 
able problems have already 
popped up. 

Maybe police shouldn’t be 
charging people with as¬ 
saulting a police officer, as 
Hyde was, when the officer 
is alleged to have been acci¬ 
dentally kicked in scuffle 
and said himself he didn’t 
feel victimized. 

And maybe drawers full of 
random knives could be 
made safer by ensuring they 
are locked or non-existent. 

But what’s becoming 
abundantly clear is that po¬ 


lice should never have been 
in this situation in the first 
place. 

Here they were with an 
unmedicated, mentally ill 
man with no policies to han¬ 
dle him and no place to put 
him. They could throw him 
in a cell and hope his condi¬ 
tion doesn’t worsen until 
morning, or they could take 
him to hospital and spend 
hours in a waiting room 
with a potentially violent in¬ 
dividual. 

About the only concession 
to the mentally ill is the Mo¬ 
bile Crisis Unit hotline. It’s a 
good start but it’s merely a 
first step that leads people 
into the same broken sys¬ 
tem Hyde found himself in. 
It’s like a life-preserver 
thrown to a drowning man 
from a sinking ship. 

A lot of attention was paid 


to the fact that the officer 
who knew Hyde suffered 
from schizophrenia didn’t 
tell his colleagues. Some 
could chalk that up to stu¬ 
pidity, but it seems more to 
being underwhelmed. Deal¬ 
ing with mentally sick peo¬ 
ple apparently has become 
so common to police that 
it’s mundane. 

Two weeks into the in¬ 
quiry and it couldn’t be 
clearer the justice system is¬ 
n’t built for people with 
mental illness. New train¬ 
ing, new policies, and men¬ 
tal health courts — all of 
these are going to be far 
more important steps than 
scolding police for fudging 
their notes.

Turks see smoking ban 
as assault on culture 


Smokers in Turkey tempted 
to flout an imminent ban in 
cafes, restaurants and bars 
will be spared 
execution as 
allegedly met¬ 
ed out in 17th- 
century Istan¬ 
bul — but 
their prime 
minister has 
likened ciga¬ 
rettes to ter¬ 
rorism. 

That’s a 
measure of 
how strongly 
Tayyip Erdo- 
gan feels about tobacco. 
Sultan Murad IV is said to 
have roamed the streets or¬ 
dering the execution of 
those who defied a smok¬ 
ing ban aimed at curbing 
coffee house sedition. 

One of the world’s oldest 
prohibitions of smoking, 
Murad’s failed and as tobac¬ 
co’s popularity grew in 


Turkey, the saying “smoke 
like a Turk” took root in 
languages across Europe. 

But at a 
time of eco¬ 
nomic crisis, 
the prohibi¬ 
tion — 

adding 
restaurants, 
cafes and bars 
to the places 
where smok¬ 
ing is not al¬ 
lowed — is 
viewed by a 
minority as a 
potential as¬ 
sault on their culture. 

Erdogan, who long since 
banned smoking in cabinet 
meetings, also faces opposi¬ 
tion from owners of thou¬ 
sands of establishments 
across the Muslim, Euro¬ 
pean Union-candidate 
country, who see the ban as 
a threat to their business.

A fish called Canada 



A ll roads, they say, 
lead to Rome. But 
for Canadian ath¬ 
letes embarking 
on the World 
Aquatics Championships 
this is one thoroughfare 
where, as a winter country, 
success has meant swim¬ 
ming upstream. 

“The chemical mix is the 
same,” says Pierre La- 
Fontaine, Canada’s head 
swim coach. “Ice and water 
... hockey and swimming. 
They are both things that 
we as Canadians naturally 
do — only in opposite sea¬ 
sons.” 

Indeed, Canada is a play¬ 
er in the life aquatic. 

An inordinate number of 
divers have worn the 
Maple Leaf with distinction 
including Olympic medal¬ 
lists Irene MacDonald, 
Sylvie Bernier, Annie Pel¬ 
letier, Anne Montminy and 
Blythe Hartley. At the 
Worlds, both Alex Despatie 
and Emilie Heymans bring 
multiple Olympic medals 
to the mix. Both are for¬ 
mer world champions who 
can still make an impact. 
They are backed up by the 
next generation of Canadi¬ 
an talent ready to take the 
plunge in Italy. 

Both of the water polo 
teams are underdogs. How¬ 
ever, the women won a 
bronze medal at Montreal 
in 2005 and recently 
claimed silver in the World 
League Super Final. The 


men have beaten some of 
the world’s best recently 
and were competitive at 
last summer’s Olympics in 
Beijing. 

In synchronized swim¬ 
ming, the legacy of Car¬ 
olyn Waldo and Sylvie 
Frechette is strong. No 
Canadian entry should be 
counted out in this disci¬ 
pline. 

In swimming, Canada is 
once again surfacing. 
While the glory days of Vic¬ 
tor Davis and Alex Bau¬ 
mann are but a fond mem¬ 
ory, the exploits of world 
champion Brent Hayden 
and Beijing Olympic 
medallist Ryan Cochrane 
speak volumes. Hayden 
has beaten Michael Phelps 
this season and Cochrane 
seems poised to replace 
the retired Grant Hackett 
of Australia as the No. 1 
threat in the watery ver¬ 
sion of the metric mile. 

Don’t forget the women. 

Annamay Pierse was just 
off the 200-m breaststroke 
world record at the recent 
trials in Montreal. Mean¬ 
while, 15-year-old Amanda 
Reason smashed the world 
mark in the 50-m breast¬ 
stroke, a distance known 
as the “splash and dash.” 

All of this is reason to be¬ 
lieve that Canadian fish 
will do more than tread 
water in the Tiber River, 
which runs through the 
eternal city of Rome. 

Indeed, they may dive 
deep to claim golden treas¬ 
ure and swim with the 
sharks en route to more 
medals than the five they 
won in Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia, two years ago.

If there's one proverb that 
actress Katherine Heigl 
may want to consider, it's 
that you should be careful 
what you wish for.

feature He may have long 
played a sidekick in films 
like North Countiy and 
S.W.A.T but with his new 
movie, The Hurt Locker, 
about to hit theatres next 
Friday, Jeremy Renner is 
set to make the jump to 
leading man playing a 
rash, bomb-disabling com¬ 
mando. 

“They’re not like your 
typical soldier,” explained 
Renner during a recent in¬ 
terview. 

Somewhat aloof about 
landing the big role, the 
actor insists he was attract¬ 
ed more by the particulari¬ 
ty of the part. 

“I fell in love with the 
script because it was about 
EOD (Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal),” said Renner of 
the elite squads based in 
Iraq. “What I found inter¬ 
esting about the story is 
that there isn’t much story. 
It’s about these characters 
and how when they’re 
good at their job, its seems 
so effortless and that’s real¬ 
ly fun to watch — especial¬ 
ly a job that’s so interest¬ 
ing as squatting over a 
(bomb) that could take you 
out at any moment.” 

In the thriller, Renner 
plays the impulsive leader 
of an EOD squad whose sol- 


diers-in-arms struggle with 
their reckless comrade 
even as he tries to under¬ 
stand his own wild ways. 

Written by journalist 
Mark Boal (who was em¬ 
bedded with such a unit), 
the drama is raw, realistic 
and based on the personal¬ 
ities of true soldiers in 
Iraq. “My character’s not 
very typical of (these sol¬ 
diers) but I wanted to stay 
pretty true to them,” said 
Renner, adding that he 
met with an EOD officer 
before filming. “This one 
thing (I was told) was that 
they put one dog-tag in 
their shoe. (When I asked 
why) ... ‘ah, you always 
find shoes when someone 
blows up.’” 

Co-star Anthony Mackie 
was also shocked by his re¬ 
search. 

Relating a story he 
heard, Mackie summarizes 
the resonance of the film 
through the tale of one sol¬ 
dier who held blast caps 
between his teeth, until he 
blew his jaw off. 

“It’s just one of those 
things where you never 
can play it safe,” said Mack¬ 
ie. “At any second, some¬ 
thing could go wrong so 
you always have to be on 
it; you always have to be 
professional and those 
guys who aren’t, sooner or 
later it catches up with 
them.”

Plenty to chew 
on in Food Inc.

review It’s often been said 
that you are what you eat. 
But after a screening of 
Robert Kenner’s incendi¬ 
ary documentary Food Inc. 
— which examines how 
the fast food industry radi¬ 
cally transformed food pro¬ 
duction in North America 
into a stomach-churning 
enterprise — you just 
might want to redefine 
those terms. 

While Food Inc. is thank¬ 
fully not alarmist in tone, 
the facts it uncovers are 
nevertheless alarming. 

Using as his guides au¬ 
thor Eric Schlosser (Fast 
Food Nation: The Dark Side 
of the All-American Meal) 
and UC Berkeley School of 
Journalism Professor 
Michael Pollan (The Omni¬ 
vore’s Delight), Kenner ex¬ 
amines how the mass-pro¬ 
duced food we now con¬ 
sume is not only lacking in 
proper nutrients; it may al¬ 
so contain potentially 
harmful bacteria. 

The story begins with 
McDonalds, who set the

template for cheap assem¬ 
bly-line food production, 
then shows how American 
farms have now become 
equally uniform — and at 
the horrible price of creat¬ 
ing unhealthy working 
conditions for both work¬ 
ers and livestock. 

We may end up spend¬ 
ing less for the food, but 
we pay dearly for it with 
increasing cases of dia¬ 
betes, obesity and E. coli 
outbreaks. 

It’s unfortunate, howev¬ 
er, that because many of 
the corporate industrial 
heads like Monsanto re¬ 
fused to be interviewed for 
the film, Food ends up 
lacking dimension. 

Like An Inconvenient 
Truth, Food Inc. lays out its 
argument clearly, but it’s 
only one side of the story. 

To be a truly great docu¬ 
mentary, Food Inc. needs a 
few other conflicting 
morsels of thought to 
chew on.

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Billy Talent is back

If you’re not one of the 
thousands intimately 
familiar with Billy Talent’s 
music, there’s a good 
chance you’ve dismissed 
the foursome for being 
too pop punk. It’s a tag 
that band has been 
saddled with for years, 
and one they’ve always 
felt was unjustified. 

“People always lumped 
us in with the next pop 
punk band that was just 
around the corner that no 
one cared about,” says 
bassist Jonathan Gallant at 
the Four Seasons in Toron¬ 
to. “We never felt those 
comparisons were fair.” 

“It was absolutely frus¬ 
trating to get pigeon-holed 
like that,” adds singer Ben 
Kowalewicz. “It was very 
hard at the beginning, but 
now we don’t care.” 

While the band has got¬ 
ten over the 
name call¬ 
ing, many 
fans still 
avoid Billy 
Talent 
be¬ 


cause they don’t see a dif¬ 
ference between the 
Toronto-based group and 
acts like Sum 41 and Sim¬ 
ple Plan. But, they’ve never 
really sounded like these 
bands. Their music was al¬ 
ways more brash and more 
rock than most pop 
punlcers, and their third 
disc should prove it. 

Billy Talent III is a major 
step up from the group’s 
previous albums. With 
Sabbath-lilce riffs and a 
more metal-meets-hard 
rock sound, this record has 
the power and guts that’s 
mostly eluded the band. 
Their tunes are still as 
catchy as ever, and the 
Kowalewicz/Ian D’sa vocal 
attack remains intact, but 
the band is definitely 
treading new ground. 

“We took a step back (af¬ 
ter hearing Ian play the 
songs) and thought, This 
is pretty riffalicious,”’ says 
Kowalewicz. “This is defi¬ 
nitely a throw 
k back 


bands we were listening to. 
It’s very Soundgarden-es- 
que in a lot ways.” 

Part of the reason for 
that ’90s sound has to do 
with their producer, Bren¬ 
dan O’Brien. He’s worked 
with everyone the Stone 
Temple Pilots to Bruce 
Springsteen, but it’s his 
long stint as Pearl Jam’s 
producer that’s made him 
famous. 

This record likely won’t 
turn Kowalewicz into the 
new Eddie Vedder, but it’s 
a sure bet that the disc will 
bring in new fans, even the 
ones who disliked the 
band in the first place. And 
if you still can’t stand Billy 
Talent after this? Be pre¬ 
pared to hate them for a 
long time. 

“For people that do like 
us, we hope they can cut 
through the BS detectors 
and appreciate a good song 
for a good song,” says 
Kowalewicz. “Because

e tend to 
think of 
the MP3 
files that 
zing 

around the Internet and in¬ 
to our computers and 
portable music devices as 
uber-modern technology. 
And why not? The fact that 
we can cram tens of thou¬ 
sands of songs into a thing 
the size of a deck of cards 
approaches the realm of 
magic. 

MP3s have managed to 
outlast all its competitors, 
chiefly because it could not 
support any digital locks. 
The MP3 codec was born 
before Digital Rights Man¬ 
agement (DRM) and could 
not be locked down, much 
to the consternation of the 
music industry. MP3s 


worked on virtually any de¬ 
vice (including the iPod, a 
big part of why it became 
so entrenched with con¬ 
sumers) and when the 
record labels started swing¬ 
ing their big DRM stick 
around, consumers es¬ 
chewed any file format 
that might have interfered 
with their ability to move 
their music around. Only 
Apple’s AAC format — the 
default format used by 
iTunes — could say it had 
any traction and trust. The 
same can’t be said for 
WMA, ATRAC3, Real G2 or 
Liquid Audio. 

But MP3 technology is 
has already passed its 20th 
birthday. It’s a product of 
the 1980s and is starting to 
show its age. It’s only about 
audio; it’s can’t store much 
extra information other 
than what is “tagged” to 
the file (like artwork); and 
it’s certainly not very inter¬ 
active. This is where a 
French company comes in 
with a format they call 
MXP4. Simply put, this new 
technology extends the ca¬ 
pabilities of a basic music 


file into areas like video 
and the ability to contain 
multiple tracks. 

Several artists like Lily 
Allen, Dave Stewart (Eury- 
thmics) and Basement Jaxx 
have begun experimenting 
with MXP4s. Because the 
format allows for different 
tracks to be pulled from a 
single file, you can do 
things like take a guitar 
track out or add in a new 
beat. In other words, fans 
could remix their favourite 
songs. DJs would have an 
easier time of creating 
mash-ups, too. And MXP4 
files can contain video, too. 

Sounds cool, huh? But 
consumers have been 
burned before (Sony rootlc- 
it, anyone?) so the first and 
biggest hurdle will be to 
gain consumer trust. If peo¬ 
ple believe that someone is 
trying to screw them with 
technology again, then yet 
another promising advance 
might die before it gets a 
chance to prove itself.

30 Rock, Mad Men lead Emmys again 


The Tina Fey comedy 30 
Rock and 1960s period 
drama Mad Men led the 
Primetime Emmy 
nominations Thursday in 
a broad field full of fresh 
faces competing for U.S. 
television's highest hon¬ 
ors. 

NBC’s 30 Rock had a 
leading 22 nominations, 
including best TV comedy 
and best actress for Fey, 
who took the acting Emmy 
in 2007. Mad Men on cable 
channel AMC had 16 nomi¬ 
nations, including best dra¬ 
ma. Both shows won the 
Emmy in those categories 


last year. 

Among the networks, ca¬ 
ble channel HBO lead the 
field with 99 primetime 
Emmy nominations, while 
Showtime had 29 and AMC 
pulled in 23. Broadcast net¬ 
work NBC earned 67 nomi¬ 
nations, followed by ABC 
with 55, CBS with 49 and 
Fox with 42. 

More nominees were 
added to the leading cate¬ 
gories for the first time 
this year in a bow to 
growth of strong dramas 
and comedies on U.S. tele¬ 
vision, particularly on ca¬ 
ble TV.

Judge tosses 
Trump lawsuit 

court A New Jersey judge 
Wednesday dismissed a 
lawsuit for defamation 
filed by Donald Trump 
against an author whose 
book gave an estimate of 
the real estate developer’s 
wealth much lower than 
Trump’s own. 

Superior Court Judge 
Michele Fox rejected argu¬ 
ments by Trump’s lawyers 
that he had been the vic¬ 
tim of “actual malice” as a 
result of Timothy O’Brien’s 
book Trump Nation: The 
Art of Being the Donald 
published in October 2005. 

Reading her opinion, Fox 
also ruled that co-defen¬ 
dant Warner Books was 
not “vicariously liable,” as 
Trump had argued, be¬ 
cause O’Brien was an inde¬ 
pendent contractor. 

O’Brien, editor of The 
New York Times’ Sunday 
business section, cited 
three confidential sources 
who estimated Trump’s 
net worth at between $150 
million and $250 million, 
much lower than Trump’s 
own estimates of around 
$4 billion. 

Fox said Trump had 
failed to prove that O’Brien 
knew the information 
from his sources to be false 
or had used the informa¬ 
tion recklessly.

Fans of both rock gods 
KISS and reality TV are 
most likely aware of Gene 
Simmons. 

The tongue wagging, 
fire belching, bassist/mer¬ 
chandiser is iconic for his 
dirty mind, rocking ways 
and, with his hit A&E 
show Family Jewels, his 
rather charming brood. 

Along with mom (Cana¬ 
dian actress Shannon 
Tweed) and sister Sophie, 
said brood also includes 
son Nick, who by all ap¬ 
pearances seems to be as 
obsessed with rock and 
roll (he fronts the L.A. 
band Hands of God) and 
pulp fiction as his famous 
papa. 

This August, Nick Sim¬ 
mons proves the latter 
passion with Incarnate, a 
gruesome graphic novel 
series from Radical 
Comics that the talented 
prodigy created, wrote 
and penciled. Charting 
the adventures of an age¬ 
less, undead, flesh-eating 
teenager, the Japanese 
manga-styled book exem¬ 
plifies many influences, 
something its creator be¬ 
lieves is mandatory for 
every successful comic 


book. 

“I always think a (comic) 
series has more or less 
failed unless there is more 
than one genre at work in 
it,” Simmons says. 

And although Incarnate 
bears the macabre mark 
that his father cemented 
with KISS’s stage strut¬ 
ting, blood dripping De¬ 
mon character, the 
younger Simmons is 
adamant that his muse re¬ 
mains exclusively person¬ 
al. 

“Dad’s interests and 
mine are either coinciden¬ 
tal or the result of genet¬ 
ics,” he says. “My main in¬ 
terests are profoundly 
nerdy, I admit, and that 
has made me a bit of an 
outsider, especially here 
in L.A.” 

Incarnate is adult fare 
and gory with pages of 
fantasy-based violence. 
But it’s something Sim¬ 
mons justifies, believing 
it to be normal and even 
somewhat socially respon¬ 
sible.

Exhibiting the art of the First Nations

Curators across the coun¬ 
try are challenging tradi¬ 
tions as they focus on ex¬ 
hibits displaying aborigi¬ 
nal work with an empha¬ 
sis on fine art over 
ethnographic 
examination. 

Until recently, aborigi¬ 
nal art had found its home 
in museums and galleries 
as documentation of a cul¬ 
ture, a trend the National 
Gallery of Canada and art 
houses across the country 
are trying to buck. 

“When we think of pre¬ 
serving, we think of the 
future and having really 
good documents for show¬ 
ing these times. But, it’s 
important to view these 
works as art and not just 
ethnographic documenta¬ 
tion,” Greg Hill, Audain 
curator of Indigenous Art 
at the National Gallery of 
Canada said from Ottawa. 

It wasn’t until 1986 that 
the country’s national 
gallery made its first “self- 
conscious purchase” of 
contemporary aboriginal 
art: Carl Beam’s The North 
American Iceberg. Since 
then, their collection has 
grown to roughly 2000 
First Nations, Inuit and 
Metis pieces.

Just outside of Toronto, 
the McMichael gallery — 
which has a 100 per cent 
made in Canada mandate 
— has just kicked off an 
11-weelc show featuring 
40 contemporary First Na¬ 
tions artists. 

“We want to underline 
the fact that they are the 
finest artist working in 
Canada today. They take 
traditional art and use it 
as a starting point for self- 
expression,” Tom Smart, 
executive director and 
CEO of the gallery said. 

One purpose of the ex¬ 
hibit is to look at a revival 
of some traditional tech¬ 


niques nearly forgotten af¬ 
ter the Canadian govern¬ 
ment repressed many as¬ 
pects of Indigenous art, 
culture and ceremony. 

Further east, the Art 
Gallery of Nova Scotia in 
Halifax is also making an 
effort to expand their Abo¬ 
riginal collection. 

Since acquiring their 
first Inuit print in 1991, 
the permanent collection 
has increased to include 
160 works in the Inuit 
gallery and 120 in the 
First Nations room. 

The Curator of Collec¬ 
tions at the gallery said 
part of the reason collec¬ 


tors took so long to in¬ 
clude this type of art, is 
that it was simply over¬ 
looked. 

“When you look at Euro¬ 
pean gallery models, 
they’re collecting from 
elsewhere and often, you 
don’t see what’s in your 
own backyard,” Shannon 
Porter said, adding that 
it’s wonderful that gal¬ 
leries across the country 
are expanding their hori¬ 
zons and including more 
art focused on Aboriginal 
culture. 

“I hope we keep collect¬ 
ing and pursuing the vi¬ 
sion.” 


State probes doctors 
over Jackson's death

investigation California’s 
attorney general said 
Wednesday his office has 
run several doctors’ 
names and several poten¬ 
tial aliases through its 
prescription drug data¬ 
base to aid police investi¬ 
gating the death of 
Michael Jackson. 

Attorney General Jerry 
Brown said his office was 
not the lead agency in 
probing Jackson’s sudden 
death — a role it took in 
the fatal overdose of Play¬ 
boy model Anna Nicole 
Smith in 2007 — but was 
assisting other agencies as 
they try to track down 
prescription drugs that 
may have killed the King 
ofPop. 

“We’ve found some 
things, but this is early on 
to provide details,” Brown 
told Reuters. 

Brown’s office monitors 
all over-the-counter pre¬ 


scription transactions in 
California, using a data¬ 
base that contains the 
name of each doctor, pa¬ 
tient, medication and 
quantity. 

He said his investigators 
were given “dozens” of 
names to run through its 
system by police probing 
Jackson’s sudden death, 
several of them doctors 
and others potential 
aliases thought to 
have been used in obtain¬ 
ing the prescription 
drugs. 

The findings could be 
used to show that “there 
were drugs in quantities 
and character that are 
lethal in combination,” 
which in conjunction 
with the official autopsy 
could lead investigators to 
determine exactly what 
killed the 50-year-old 
singer and dancer.

Indian firm plans 
to invest in 
Spielberg’s studio 

funds Director Steven could allow DreamWorks 


Spielberg’s DreamWorks 
Studios could receive $825 
million in film financing to 
begin producing movies 
starting this year, an Indian 
company involved in deal 
talks said on Wednesday. 

Reliance ADA Group, the 
Indian conglomerate, is in 
talks with DreamWorks 
Studios partners Stacey 
Snider and Spielberg in 
New York, and the $825 
million figure has emerged 
from those talks as a possi¬ 
ble funding slate for 
DreamWorks Studios. 

The deal between the 
two companies, which an¬ 
nounced a plan to work to¬ 
gether last year, has not 
been finalized. 

But the ongoing negotia¬ 
tions over financing come 
after DreamWorks Studios 
said in February that the 
Walt Disney Co. would dis¬ 
tribute its films. Under the 
terms of the deal, which 


to make five to six films a 
year, Reliance would match 
whatever financing Dream¬ 
Works can get from a syndi¬ 
cation of banks. 

The $825 million funding 
slate announced by Re¬ 
liance would break down as 
$325 million from the Indi¬ 
an conglomerate, $325 mil¬ 
lion from the banks and 
$175 million from Disney. 

But the total amount 
could change if Dream¬ 
Works raises more from 
banks. That would increase 
the matching equity in¬ 
vestment from Reliance, 
which has agreed to pro¬ 
vide up to $550 million. 

The deal between Re¬ 
liance and DreamWorks 
was initially valued at $1.2 
billion, but Amit Khanna, 
chairman of Reliance Big 
Entertainment, a division 
of Reliance ADA Group, 
said that much money is 
not needed now. reuters 


Lucas tops Forbes' earnings list 


moneymakers Star Wars 
creator George Lucas 
topped a list of Holly¬ 
wood’s highest male 
earners on Wednes¬ 
day, making an esti¬ 
mated $170 million in 
a year that saw the re¬ 
lease of his fourth, 
blockbuster Indiana 
Jones movie. Lucas 

Steven Spielberg, who di¬ 
rected Indiana Jones and 
the Kingdom of the Crystal 
Skull, took second place af¬ 
ter making about $150 mil¬ 
lion between June 2008 and 
June 2009, according to 
Forbes.com. 


The Forbes list was domi¬ 
nated by men be¬ 
hind the camera 
rather than screen 
stars, with movie 
and TV producer 
Jerry Bruckheimer 
— the man behind 
hit series like CSI 
and Cold Case listed 
as the third biggest 
male earner with an esti¬ 
mated $100 million. 

“In Hollywood the stars 
get their pictures on the 
covers of magazines ... but 
producers earn the big 
bucks,” the Forbes.com 
website said. reuters

Fettuccine with 
Broccoli 

INGREDIENTS: 

10 fresh basil leaves 
3 sprigs of parsley 
2 scallions 
2 small cloves garlic 
2 tbsp (25 ml) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1/4 lb (125 g) softened but¬ 
ter 

2 large heads broccoli, to 
give 1 lb (500 g) florets 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
Salt and black pepper 
1 lb (500 g) fresh 
fettuccine or tagliatelle 

GARNISH: 

10 cherry tomatoes 

METHOD: 

1. Put large pot of water 
on to boil for pasta. Rinse 
and dry basil and parsley 
and chop finely. Trim and 
rinse scallions; finely slice 
green tops and set aside, 
then slice white bulbs. 
Peel and crush garlic. 

2. Blend mustard and but¬ 
ter in bowl then stir in 
sliced onion bulbs, garlic 
and herbs, crushing 


against bottom of bowl to 
release flavours. Set aside. 

3. Rinse and trim broccoli 
into florets. Add oil, salt, 
pasta and broccoli to boil¬ 
ing water, return to boil, 
and cook 4 minutes, or un¬ 
til pasta is al dente. 

4. Meanwhile, rinse and 
halve cherry tomatoes. 

5. Thoroughly drain pasta 
and broccoli. Quickly melt 
flavoured butter in pasta 
pot. Return pasta and 
broccoli to pot and toss 
gently in butter over mod¬ 
erate heat until pasta is 
well coated; do not allow 
to fry. 

6. Transfer pasta onto serv¬ 
ing platter, season and gar¬ 
nish with scallion tops 
and tomatoes.
